ing up within the brake lines. 
One of the problems In engine de­ 
sign is to get sufficient volume of 
fuel vapor into the cylinders. Three 
things combine to introduce vapor 
into the cylinders. 
The most im­ 
portant is piston suction. 
Second 
Is atmospheric pressure. 
Third is 
gravity, evidenced by the universal 
use of downdraft carburetors. 
Im­ 
peding the process are a number of 
obstacles. 
Tile valves themselves 
get In the way of gas vapor. Their 
relatively small size presents an­ 
other problem. 
Then there is the 
drag of the air as it passes through 
the air cleaner. Even the shape of 
the intake manifold or its distance 
between the carburetor and the cyl­ 
inders must be considered. 
What 
engineers term “volumetric efficien­ 
cy” is simply a measure of how 
much fuel can be packed into the 
cylinders. 
A device to boost such 
efficiency is the super-charger, a 
blower which forces more vapor into 
the cylinders than could get there 
under atmospheric pressure alone. 
Does it “W eave”? 
Too much wandering over the 
road, or “weaving,’’ generally indi­ 
cates that there is not sufficient 
caster of the front end. Other pos­ 
sible causes are loose wheels or too 
tight steering gear. 
I have even 
found that if the front tires are in­ 
flated too high by comparison with 
the rear tires, or lf the rear of 


the car sags down, the Job will be 
difficult to hold to a true course. 
“One thing I like to warn against 
is mistaking car trouble for what is 
assumed to be normal action. Take 
the case of braking. Normally a car 
should dip down a bit at the front 
when the brakes are applied vig­ 
orously. Tills is known as the ’curt­ 
sy,' representing a forward shifting 
of car weight during the process. 
But a driver can get so used to this 
that he fails to note it is getting 
Increasingly worse. 
Perhaps it has 
passed the point where he fails to 
note that the front springs are weak 
or that the front shock absorbers 
are not working efficiently.” 
For Future Reference 
When the accelerator pedal return 
spring broke on his car recently the 
engine raced madly as the pedal 
dropped to the floor. 
He switched 
of? the engine, pulled over to the 
curb and thought It over for a mo­ 
ment. 
Realizing that if he held 
the accelerator pedal up with the 
toe of his right foot he could not 
apply the brakes, he rolled up a rag 
Into a ball and put it under the 
pedal.

Curves H ave Their Tse 
Have you ever noticed that when 
<x>mpleting a curve in the road the 
engine seems to have renewed pep? 
The explanation is simple. 
When 
you lift your foot from the accel­ 
erator pedal before going into the 
curve the pistons draw up a little 
oil from the crankcase. Tills lubri­ 
cates the walls, cools the engine, in­ 
creases compression. 
It isn’t im­ 
agination if the engine runs better 
as you go into the straightaway. 
According to observations made 
by the California State Automo­ 
bile association the eleniTssawLK 
the second spare tire from those cars 
which carried spares in front fender 
wells has resulted in mysterious wear 
on the front tires.
